The above lists show what I have noticed in all the 
rural schools of this section—an increasing tendency for 
pupils in the seventh and eighth grades to attend high 
school. While it is desirable to provide for seventh and 
eighth grades in the home schools, it is a good thing 
that so many are attending high school. The high 
schools offer superior advantages, pupils are more likely 
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to graduate from high school by entering early, and the 


home schools can give better service in the first six 
grades. 


THE RURAL SCHOOL TEACHER SITUATION. 


The Commissioner devotes a chapter of his annual re- 
port to teachers. The following quotations apply aptly 
to the rural schools of this vicinity. (1.) “‘It is agreed 
that with fewer than 10 pupils a satisfactory school can 
seldom be maintained and for the best work a school 
should enroll at least 15.’’ ‘‘Yet 122 schools number 
fewer than 10.’’ ‘“‘Business economy and educational 
efficiency require for the consideration of these schools 
transportation rather than local school maintenance.’’ 
‘On the other hand, a one-room rural school which en- 
rolls 25 or more pupils needs a particularly competent 
teacher, or division, with the transportation of upper 
grades to another school.’’ (2.) ‘“Trained teachers may 
be retained in rural schools if provision is made for an 
end of the year addition to the teacher’s salary, provided 
she be a normal school graduate with at least two years 
of experience and is teaching a one-room school of not 
fewer than 15 pupils, at a salary not less than the aver- 
age for teachers of similar qualifications.’’ The Com- 
missioner recommends three means of improving the 
rural school teacher situation: (1) By raising the pres- 
ent standard that elementary teachers may be employed 
who are high school graduates, with two summer 
courses; (2) By enlarging the normal schools; (8) By 
_ subsidation, or the payment by the state of part of the 
normal school charges for country girls who will agree 
to teach at least two years in the one-room schools of 
the state in return. He thinks there is a considerable 
number now unable to attend normal school for financial 
reasons who would be glad to attend under such an obli- 
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Sation. He then says: ‘‘I can see no other way to gét 
competent trained teachers for our rural schools. We 
must increase the supply. We must increase the induce- 
ment: No amount of persuasion or plausible argument 
can permanently convince young girls that country 
teaching is more attractive than work in a village or 
city. We must have country girls, accustomed to coun- 
try life, trained for rtiral schools and, in addition, we 
must pay them enough so that they wili choose to re- 
main in a rural school. This would mean that a large 
rural school must expect to pay at least $100 more than 
a village schoo! nearby of like size and importance.’’ 


RECOMMENDATIONS 

(a) Teachers and Schools: 

I recommend that the Seotland and South Landaff 
schools be closed next year. With the present number 
_ Of pupils, four to six, good results cannot be obtained 
and the cost is excessive. 

I further recommend that normal school graduates be 
employed in the Blue, Center and Ireland schools. This 
policy will cost no more and will give better teaching to 
the greater number of boys and girls. 

(bo) For the portion of the budget in which I am par- 
ticularly interested I make the following recommenda- 
tions: 

Teachers for the Blue, Center and Ireland 


Schools $2,700 00 

Transportation for Scotland and South 
Landaff 500 00 
Total $3,200 00 


Last year the town spent $8,212 for teachers’ salaries. 
There is a further saving in fuel to be considered with 
two schools closed.

GRADES SEVEN AND EIGHT 

Feeling it desirable to encourage boys and girls to en- 
ter high school upon the completion of the sixth grade, 
I suggested to the Lisbon School Board that it do all in 
its power to encourage parents and pupils to consider 
this. The board accepted the suggestion by reducing 
junior high tuition to $55.00 per year and by passing the 
following regulations upon the admission of pupils: 


‘Pupils are admitted from the elementary schools of 
other districts upon examination ora certificate of the 
superintendent of schools. Pupils are advised to enter 
high school upon the completion of the sixth grade, par- 
ticularly if the elementary schools they attend do not 
offer the junior high subjects, French, science, algebra 
or geometry and woodworking or sewing and cooking. 
Pupils who have had these subjects in the seventh and 
eighth grades will be admitted to the ninth grade with- 
out condition. 


No general rule can be given for those who lack any 
or all of these subjects except that each case shall be 
left to the discretion of the headmaster. In considering 
placing such a pupil in the class in which he can do 
satisfactory work, the headmaster will consider the pre- 
vious school record as to ability and working habits as 
well as the number of junior high subjects taken. 


The Lisbon school authorities do not desire to retard 
the progress of a pupil entering from a rural schoo! but 
particularly desire that they shall have opportunity to 
do extra work so as to graduate from high school with 
no more than twelve years in the public schools of the 
state. Whether this can be done depends upon the abil- 
ity, preparation and disposition of the pupil. It can al- 
ways be done if the pupil transfers to the high school 
upon the completion of the sixth grade; it can be done 
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without great difficulty if the transfer is made upon the 
completion of the Bev enbn grade e even if no junior high 
subjects were taken.’ 


At the legislature the House passed a bill raising the 
legal rate of tuition to $75.00. I am advised that this is 
likely to pass the Senate, although there is the possibil- 
ity of amendment to $65.00. There are eighteen high 
school tuition pupils this vear, only one of whom grad- 
uates. The number next year is likely to be as high. as 
twenty-five. It would be wise to provide $1,800 to $1,900 
for high school tuition. 


(c) Schoothouses: 


With a new church and community building in which 
to take pride Landaff should have its schoolhouses up to 
same standard. A good start has already been made. 
The Blue, Center and Ireland school houses have been 
refinished inside, the lighting of the Blue school im- 
proved by additional windows, and jacketed heaters 
have been placed in the Blue and Center schools. The 
schoolboard also authorized the painting of the Blue 
schoolhouse, but it was not possible to secure the work- 
men last fall. 


Placing one-room schoolhouses im model condition in- 
volves making them attractive and in thorough repair 
inside and out, installing modern heaters, giving them 
adequate lighting at the left side of the pupils’ desks, 
and installing chemical toilets. 


(d) Complaints: 

I am always glad to receive suggestions or criticisms 
from parents or citizens and to do all in my power to 
remedy undesirable conditions when brought to my at- 
tention. In several instances people have shown a ten- 
dency to be apologetic because of entering complaints. 


RY, 

No one should feel this way but rather that he is coop- 
erating by entering a reasonable complaint. The things 
that are not giving satisfaction are just the things that 
the school board and superintendent wish to hear men- 
tioned for then an opportunity is given to find a remedy 
and to make progress.
